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CANADIAN AUTHOR'S WEEK. 



During the coming week the Canadian Authors' Association 
will conduct a most active campaign, having as its end the foster- 
ing of a greater public interest in Canadian Literature. This for- 
mal but much-needed introduction of the Canadian reader to the 
Canadian book is an enterprise which should be afforded the un- 
stinted support of every branch of this University. 

Prior to the founding of the Canadian Authors' Association 
last February, literary matters in this country were in a most de- 
plorable condition, and Canada was figuratively in the same state 
as a country who cannot pay her legitimate debts for want of the 
proper financial organization. For, of course, all Art and all Lit- 
erature is universal/and the desire to foster a Canadian Literature 
is merely the proud wish to shoulder a legitimate share of the 
burden of civilization. 

For years past Canadian authors and Canadian poets were 
being forced to seek a living in the literary markets of the United 
States. The cultured European eye very naturally confounded 
the country of publication with the country of origin, and it is 
not surprising that Canada came to be regarded more and more 
is a sort of snow-covered back-yard of the United States, devoted 
ifiefly to the growing of grain and the coining of the Almighty.. 
Dollar, and quite devoid of the veriest germ of literary endea- 
vour. As long as the Canadian public got what it wanted to* 
read it did not care whether national talent was starved into 
ilight across the border or not. There were a host of other han- 
dicaps, too, capped by a most absurdly unfair Copyright Act, 
which still exists, and' so the authors of Canada banded them to 
defend the fast-vanishing cultural credit of this Dominion. 

This is an opportunity for McGill to strike a blow for the 
things that are worth while. It is true, perhaps, that there will 
..always be a certain number of men of. the indomitable type of 
"Shakespeare, of Rousseau, of Bobbie .Burns or : , of Kipling, who'. 
.viVill overcome any educational handicaps by self-education, but 
literature was never produced by the ignorant. A glance at a 
Het of present-day Canadian authors tells its own story. The fore- 
most £*jnVdiaii poet, Bliss Carmen, is a graduate of Dalhousie. 
Toronto 'Varsity produced the national humorist, Stephen Lea- 
cfcck, and McGill gave to the nation, among others, a John Mc- 
Rae, a Cyrus Macmillan and a Frank L. Packard, who graduated 
I./ ' respectively from Medicine, from Arts and from Science, and so 
J qjh clown the list. The conclusion is obvious. The universities 
I of Canada have played a worthy part in Canadian literature so 
| far, and they cannot but have a still greater part to play in the 
history of the now-organized national literature of the future. 
This nation-wide cultural movement is like a breath of pure, 
: fr|sh air sweeping in upon the present-day turgid noiscsomeness 
• of political vapidness and commercial greed. It is well worth 
boasting, and as the genius of authorship does not seem to be 
confined to the Arts graduate, who knows but if the future Cana- 
dian Tennyson will be entitled to sport a B.Sc, or an M.D., M< 
Gill, after his honoured name.

SAY IT WITH FLOWERS. 



A most interesting and instructive 
trip of inspection was conducted by 
the Mechanical Club on Saturday af- 
ternoon. Through the kindness of 
the Bell Telephone Co., they were 
shown through the "Main" Exchange. 
This office lies in the heart of the 
city's financial district, and is prob- 
ably the most important nerve cen- 
tre of the Canadian telephone sys- 
tem. 

The members of the club, about 
30 in number, were met by the man- 
ager. Each group of six men were 
assigned to a young lady, whose 
duty it was to show them through 
the building. 

They were first taken up to the 
quarters of the wire chiefs. From 
this room the thousands of wires arc 
carried up to the operating boards. 
The relays, of which there is one for 
every subscriber, • arc also in this 
room. 

The next room visited contained a 
large number of wet-cell batteries, 
of various strengths, which supple- 
ment the current from the dynamos. 
The howler, an apparatus well known 
to those who are in the habit of put- 
ting thé receiver on the table in- 
stead of the hook, was explained. The 
lesfcs at which fire alarms are re 
ceived, and the telegraphy room were 
next viewed. Before 'leaving the floor 
:he card index system used by that 
department was explained. There is 
a card for each subscriber, and all 
particulars of installation, equipment 
and trouble arc noted thereon. 

The operating room was then vis- 
Ucd. The boards connecting sub 
scribcrs of the same exchange was 
then explained, and then those car 
rying the iutcr-excihangc messages. 
After having seen the maze of coiv 
nections on some of the boards, the 
wonder is not that one sometimes gets 
a wrong number, but that one ever 
jets the right one.

In the greatest plays there are mo 
ments when the play ceases and some 
thing else happens; they arise out of tb 
iction of the play, but when they come, 
it is forgotten — 

Thou rcmcmbcr'-st 
Since once I sat upon a promontory 
And heard a mermaid, on a dolphin' 
back, 

Uttering such dulcet and harmonious 
breath, 

That the rude sea grew civil at her song 
The actor, saying that, should cease tu 
be an actor, should cease to be Oberon 
even ; he, Oberon, and the play, should 
lose themselves in that music as the sin 
^er and Chcribino and the opera arc 
'ost when "Voi che sapetc" begins. Mo 
zart and Shakespeare arc subject to fit 
of a divine absence of mind in which 
they are called into another state of be 
ing and carry us with them. They too 
are-listening to a music which super 
sedes even their delightful business 
with a wave of the hand they stop it so 
that the whole world may listen too 

Any pretext, any turn of events, may 
bring these moments; they happen even 
at the height of tragedy when we arc ab 
sorbed in the issue. Lear and Cordelia i 
enter prisoners and then Lear ceases to 
be Lear and the play to be play — 
We two alone will sing like birds i' the 
cage : 

When thou dost ask me blessing, I'll 

kneel down, 
And ask of thee forgiveness; so we'll 

live, 

And pray, and sing, and tell old talcs, 

and laugh ' 
At gided butterflies, and hear poor 

rogues 

Talk of court news; and will talk with 

; them too — 
Who loses and who wins; who's in, 
who's out ; 
And take upon's the mystery of things. 
As if we were God's spies; and we'll 
wear out, 

In a wall'd prison, packs and sets of 

great ones 
That ebb and 'flow by the moon. 
There is eternity in the sound of the 
words as well as in the sense; circum- 
stance falls away like scenery and a uni- 
versal voice is heard speaking in prose 
as well as in verse, it happens in the 
Sermons of Donne; and it is the con- 
summation of all art. Shakespeare 
would not be one of the greatest poets 
nor Mozart one of the great musicians 
if it did not happen to them; but it can- 
not be willed or contrived. The pojtts 
who write plays as pretexts for such 
moments seem too poetical and not dra- 



matic ; that passage wc have quoted from 
Lear rises naturally out of the plot; 
when it begins it is what Lear would 
say, expressing exactly his return to 
sanity and joy and the beautiful con- 
version by adversity of a stubborn mind; 
but, never losing its propriety,, it be- 
comes the speech of more than Lear and- 
o more than Coylclia. And this large 
ncss and universal application are in the 
sound no less than the sense ; it is a tune 
whioh, when wc hear it, wc recognize 
is made by the spirit. of. ; ,man. ■ , 
Every good thing is known and de 
fined by its host, and it is from mo- 
ments such at those, which happen in all 
the arts, that wc may know what art is 
and why it is valued. All excellence i: 
rare and hard and the greatest artist 
seldom achieve that which, finally, art 
exists to achieve. Poets are always 
writing, painters painting, musicians 
composing, in the hope that this, which 
they cannot will, may heppen to them. 
They spend a vast deal of cnérgy . on 
their work, much of which seems .wasted 
in sentiment or pedantry or the solution 
of some technical problem; but men 
choose art for the business of their 
pudding or praise, for the sake of these 
moments which have happened to other 
artists and may happen to them. And 
the world with all its indifference to art 
yet does value these moments and pro 
serves with a religious awe the works in 
which they occur. The va'r.ie is, half un- 
conscious, the awe seldom expressed 
but all human beings think better of 
humanity because Shakespeare and Bee- 
thoven and Michelangelo were men and 
had the power of saying more than mor- 
tal things.

DARTMOUTH IS 
SWEPT DOWN 
BY SYRACUSE 

Steady Drive Swept Back 
Green. 

KICKING WEAK.

Charging and Plunging Wins 
Battle. 

The Polo grounds, last Saturday, was 
the scene of a famous battle between 
the heavy Sxracusc eleven and the big 
green eleven from Hanover. Dartmouth 
lud r-.-.t recovered from her game last 
week but Syracuse which appears to 
have one of the leading tcann in the 
States, deserved to be the victcr. In 
Ifact but for an unfortunate fumble Sy- 
racuse would not have been scored upon 

The final figures was 14 to 7 
in favor of the up-State aggregation, 
which put on a burst of sustained driv- 
ing power in the latter part of the third 
period and finally gained the deciding 
touchdown in the final quarter. 

A poor kick by Captain Jim Robertson 
from behind the Dartmouth goal line 
made the Syracuse victory possible after 
the Green team had rallied in . the 
shadow of its goal posts and had taken 
th.. ball on downs less !han a yard from 
the line. This tempordrii.v halted the 
Syracuse boys, who had covered about 
liait the length of the gridiron on 
sustained attack, but when Robertson's 
kick did not carry beyond Darmouth's 
22-y,ird line the Orange eleven ifaced 
another grand opportunity. They made 
the best of it. 

Robertson, whose work was a bright 
feature of the Dartmouth-Penn. game 
at the Polo Grounds a week ago, was in 
poor physical trim yesterday and to 
this might be ascribed the punt that got 
most of its distance traveling skyward. 
He was out of I he line-up when the 
game started, but came in later and 
had to retire. He made his reappear 
ance at the start of chc final quarter 
and remained in the game to the finish, 
but he shone mainly on defense. His 
injured legs would not permit of any 
such spectacular running as he displayed 
a week ago. 

Aside from the spurt made by the 
Orange in the late minutes of the third 
period and the early part of the final 
quarter the game was for the most part 
dull and uninteresting. Neither team 
showed an attack that was capable of 
carrying the ball to two first downs in 
succession and it was only on rare oc- 
casions that one first down was regis- 
tered. Syracuse showed itself slightly 
better than Dartmouth on the attack, 
but with each it was something of the 
same story— no attack worth while." It 
was a case of smash, smash, smash 
against a line that would not yield or 
a swing toward ends that would not 
be boxed, and then the inevitable kick. 
The punting was mediocre much of the 
time and it was on one of these poor 
punts that Syracuse finally rode to 
victory. 

The touchdowns which sent Syracuse 
to the front in the second period, as well 
as the one which enabled Dartmouth to 
tie the score in the third, were due to 
fiunblcs near midfield. A pass got away 
from a Dartmouth back in the second 
quarter, and McRae, right end for Syra- 
cuse, who was just about to throw him- 
self forward for a tackle, found a ball 
bounding in front of him. He grabbed 
it and raced sixty yards to a touchdown. 
This kept the Orange in the lead until 
the early part of the third period, when 
Kellog, the Syracuse fullback, fumbled 
a punt by Caldcr at his own 45-yard 
line. Lynch, who had come down fast 
under the punt, grabbed the pigskin and 
had a clear road to a touchdown. 

Late in the game both teams broke 
away from the conservative and futile 
linc-snia'shing play of the first half and 
the ball was in the air much of the time 
on forward passing. Robertson and 
Lynch, Darmouth's star pair at the 
aerial game, managed to get two passes 
away safely for short gains, and missed 
others which might have meant at least 
one touchdown. Robertson at times 
huricd the ball almost half the length of 
the gridiron, and Lynch was always 
close enough to touch the ball or to grab 
the opposing player when it was inter- 
cepted. With the final period about 
half over Lynch got in the path of a 
long pass from Robertson and had a 
clear field in front of him wlien the ball 
bounded from his arms. 

The end play of both teams was high 
class, which probably accounted for the 
failure of cither to do any consistent 
gaining. The lines were bid and their 
play was a stand-off, barring that one 
stretch of play in which the Orange 
tore the Green for advances just long 
enough to earn five first downs within 
a few minutes. McRae of Syracuse and 
Lynch of Dartmouth did some fine de- 
fensive work for their teams, beside be- 
ing on hand to capture the ball when a 
touchdown was possible. MacRac was 
injured in the final period and had to 
leave the game. 

Frugonc, who came into the game 
some time after it started, was the main 
ifactor in the Syracuse attack. His work 
stood out strongly during the rally 
which carried the Orange to its winning 
touchdown. Kellog shone during the 
same advance, but for the most part he, 
like the other backs was smeared be- 
fore getting started. There was an 
occasional dash for a few yards, and 
that was all. The New Hampshire eleven 
had no performers such as Robertson 
and Burke were in the Pcnn. game. The 
attack of the Green team was never in

USE FOR "Y" HUTS 

The wartime Y. M. C. A. Hut at the 
State College of Washington has been 
remodeled to furnish dormitory' accom- 
modations for 62 students, and thus re- 
lievos the housing situation which was 
serious at the opening of the college 
year. With the expenditure of but $5,000 
an annual rental income 'for the 32 
rooms of $3,000 is secured, and a large 
group of young men arc thus furnished 
with comfortable, sanitary quarters on 
the campus, under conditions conducive 
to study. The "Y" retains the two big 
lobbies or recreation rooms, offices, 
restaurant, dining-room, and kitchen.

Unable to hit. the 
Syracuse line succes>sfuMy, Calder 
punted and Kellogg was thrown at mid 
field, Zimmerman was forced to kick 
when Syracuse could not gain, and 
after another exchange came the Dart- 
mouth fumble on Syracuse's 40-yard 
line. McRae raced sixty yards for the 
touchdown. 

During the remainder of the period 
each team got away with one good for- 
ward pass and then followed with plays 
that seemed to be entirely lacking in 
generalship. A pass from Robertson to 
Lynch sent the ball from beyond mid- 
field to Syracuse's. 23-yard line. On the 
second play another forward pasis was 
attempted. The ball went over the goal 
line and thereby changed hands. Why 
Dartmouth did not play the string out 
until forced to pass or kick was not 
exactly clear. 

Following this poor playing by Dart- 
mouth, Syracuse chimed in with somc- 
hing of the same sort. A pass from 
Frugone to McRae netted thirty-five 
yards and put the ball on Dartmouth's 
15-yard line. Without trying anything 
else, another forward pass was at- 
tempted, and again the ball went over 
the line. This gave the ball to Dart- 
mouth. The only excuse 'for the, play 
appeared to be that" time" .was ' almost 
up. However, Dartmouth was able to 
make two plays before the whistle blew. 
Twice Robertson tried long forward 
passes to Lynch, and both failed. 

Early in the third period Kellogg fum- 
bled a Darmouth punt at his own 45- 
yard line and Lynch ran the distance 
for a touchdown. Neidlinger kicked the 
goal and tied the score. A short kick- 
off gave Syracuse the ball at its own 
35-yard line and then came the sus- 
tained attack which brought the pig- 
skin all the way to within two yards 
of the goal line before the period ended. 

At the start of the fourth period 
Dartmouth took the ball on downs only 
a foot from its goal line. Then Robert- 
son punted from behind his goal line. 
The ball went high instead of tfar and 
Syracuse got it at the 22-yard mark. 
Three rushes made it first down at the 
12-yard line and three more sent it over, 
Anderson carrying the ball. Zimmer- 
man kicked the goal, making the count 
14 to 7. 



Triple Tie in Big Three of 
' American Rugby. 

Standing fast in its own stronghold, 
where a Yale team has not won a foot- 
ball game since 1909, Harvard ditj the 
unexpected today and wrote new gridi- 
ron history by defeating the Elis by 10 
to 3. A throng of 55,000 people saw this 
fortieth meeting of the two teams, a 
crowd that also set a new record for 
the Harvard-Yale football series. 

Contrary to all the "dope", contrary 
to the fears af Harvard and the belting 
odds offered by Yale and contary to all 
paist records, the big three in football, 
Yale fell before the human machine. 

In one dramatic flash oi power the 
Crimson redeemed a bad season. Until 
near the end of the third period Yale 
had a three-point lead, gained through 
a drop kick by Captain Malcolm Aldrich 
that sailed through the goal posts from 
the 12-yard line in the opening period. 
As the period drew to a close Yale was 
midway in one of those marches down 
the field. But George Owen, a life-sized 
hero today, threw himself into the path 
of a Iforward pass and the ball went to 
Harvard. 

Enter now Roscoc Fitts, who, with the 
wind at his back, lifted a mighty 66-yard 
punt that went out of bounds at Yale's 
14-yard mark. Forced to kick back, 
Aldrich -lifted a punt to Charley Buell, 
and "the stage was set for the swift ac- 
tion that lifted the game from the 
mediocre to the spectacular. 

Buell caught the ball on his own 45 
yard line and started around to the 
right, speeding over the cross bars like 
a badly distraught greyhound. Hulman. 
the Yale ldit end, missed a tackle, and 
Buell, behind good interference, shot 
straight down the side line toward the 
Elis' goal, shining white in the misty 
twilight that had long before settled 
over the field. 

After the teams had lined up again 
Harvard changed its tactics and called 
into play the cunning strategy that is 
typical of the Harvard system when the 
big moments come. Buell, taking a 
short pass from centre, turned and fakc<* 
a lateral pass to Fitts. But the bal 1 
never got to Fitts, for Owen, plunginp 
in like an angry steer, plucked the ball 
from Bucll's outstretched hands, still 
held back ol him as if to throw to Fitts. 
and Owens plunged through for eight 
precious yards. 

Harvard's cheering section clamored 
for a touchdown, and Owens, it was al- 
ways Owen today, did his best to ac- 
comodate. He reduced the distance to 
a single yard with another fierce blow 
at Yale's centre. Fourth down and one 
yard to go— and Owen went, tumbling 
.frantically through a tiny fissure at 
Yale's left tackle. Then Owen, in a 
deafening thunder that bespoke Har- 
vard's complete and cntir.' joy, "shot 
over the bar the goal that finished a 
good job. 

A driving rush netted- first clown past 
midfield. Aldrich, battered and beaten, 
ran like a demon possessed and on a 
lateral pass earned 17 yards around 
.right end. The ball was now 34 yards 
'ffolrf Harvard's goal. Two plays lost 
ground in the face of the Crimson's alert 
defense, but a pair of offside penalties 
gave Yale first down, and O'Hcarn went 
10 yards ofif left tackle to the Harvard 
17-yard chalkline. 

It looked like a score, a certain touch- 
down and a tie game. Jordan added 3 
yards, Aldrich 1, on lunges, outside 
tackle. Then Aldrich, still in the kick- 
er's position, launched a forward pass. 

The ball never reached. its destination, 
for Chapin, a second-string Harvard 
back, pulled it in and started away with 
a clear field. He was finally brought 
down by Aldrich near the side line at 
Yale's 42-yard line. Both players were 
stunned in the play and lay stretched 
on the soggy turf. But Yale was even 
more stunned by this swift hammer blow 
that had wrecked a full-grown rally. 

This was the high point of the game 
for Harvard. The Crimson, leaping in 



three yards. O'Hcarn again blocking a 
clear path to the goal line. In another 
minute Owen had cleared right tackle, 
sped nineteen yards and fallen over the 
goal line, but Umpire Tom Thorp saw 
a Harvard worthy in the act of body 
checking, and a perfectly nice touch- 
down was ruined. The ball was taken 
back and a 15-yard penalty plastered on 
to the Crimson. 

It was only a few minutes bct'ore Yale 
began a driving attack that put the Elis 
within scoring distance. After failing 
to gain following the kick-oii Aldrich 
lifted a mighty kick that rolled on and 
on until it crossed thc Harvard goal line 
The Criirfson took the ball on its own 
20-yard line, and Fits of Harvard re- 
turned the kick after a vain thrust at 
the Blue line. 

The Crimson punter, however, got de- 
cidedly the worse Oit the kicking inter 
change, for his punt sailed only a few 
yards, to Harvard's 40-yard line. Yale 
had gained approximately 35 yards on 
the kicking duel, and it looked as if 
these tactics would lead to a score 
Harvard, however, showed a stiff de- 
fense against Aldrich and O'Hcarn, and 
finally Aldrich dropped back to try one 
disastrous to Princeton from the 40-yard 
line. The New Haven leader made hi 
tltempt, but the ball soared a few fee' 
to the -left on the. goal posts. It was 
Harvard's ball on her own 20-yard line 
Aldrich strengthened the Blue positioi 
by circling his own right end for 2f 
vards on a brilliant swoop from kid 
formation. The Yale Captain was no' 
downed until he had reached the 12 
yard line. 

Harvard threw up a crimson-jcrseyC 
line of defence and two hue thursts 
failed to net a gain for. the Eli. The re 
doutablc Aldrich, however, slid off left 
tackle for 5 yards on the third dow 
with 5 yards still to -go. O'Hcarn or 
dercd another drop kick, Aldrich goh 
back to the 12-yard line, from where 
on an easy chance, he sent a field goa 
dropping between the upright posts fc 
3 precious points. 

Here Harvard launched a second 
forward pass and Jordan leaped into 
the air and intercepted for Yale at 
midfield. 

In the third period Harvard, still 
with the wind at its back, returned 
to the kicking tactics. After taking 
Aldrich's kiqk-off, Fitts immediately 
ountcd to Aldrich on Yale's 39-yard 
line. 

The Elis encountered with their 
first forward pass, but Jordan drop 
oed the ball on an easy chance. Aid 
rich then punted and Harvard, after 
receiving, tried two. forward passes 
the first of which went from Buell 
to Fitts, netted twelve yards, and 
carried the ball to Yale's 49-yard line. 

The Crimson were unable to gain 
against the Eli band after thev. ( had 
received the ball on an interchange 
of punts, and had to punt again down 
the field. Yale took up its second 
magnificent run of twenty yards on a 
lateral pass from" O'Hearn, ran to 
Harvard's 40-yard line. 

Harvard got past the rough spot 
when Owen intercepted a forward 
pass. Then followed Fitt's 66-yard 
'Hint, Aldrich's return to Buell and a 
'.rain of events that led up to Har- 
vard's touchdown. 

After Harvard had kicked off, Yale 
began another desperate onslaught 
and did not stop until Chapin made 
his sensational interception of a for- 
ward pass and swept the tide toward 
the Crimson. 

Followed then Harvard's swift 
lunges through the Yale defense. 
Fitts carrying the ball 23 yards in 
one swoop, and Owen completing the 
distance to the goal line, ojily to 
have a penalty spoil the touchdown. 

Although checked for the moment, 
the Crimson returned again to the 
steady drive against the weakening 
Yale team. Owen's long run to the 
Yale 33-yard line piit Harvard in a 
scoring position again and Owen, a 
minute later, sent qver his drop kick 
while standing on the 30-yard line. 



SIX-MAN HOCKEY 
TEAMS IN STATES 

Seven Colleges Approve New 
Ruling. 

The work of forming the Intercollegi- 
ate Hockey League has now been com- 
pleted, and the various members are 
busily engaged in drawing up schedules 
for the coming year. The charter mem- 
bers of the new organization are Har- 
vard, Cornell, Pennsylvania, Columbia, 
Dartmouth, Princeton and Yale, who 
sent delegates to two meetings in this 
city. A constitution has been drawn up 
and is now being sent to each of the 
colleges for ratification by the athletic 
councils. 

The new association will be the perma- 
nent governing body in intercollegiate 
hockey, but it will not stage a ' league 
race among its members each of which 
will be free to draw up its own sched- 
ule. Supervision of rules and disputed 
points will be the chicSt function of the 



association, and meetings will be held 

each year on the second Sunday in No- 
vember and the tirst Sunday in April. 
New members will be admitted by a 
unanimous vote of the association. 

Probably the most important action 
taken by the association was the deci- 
sion that six-man teams will be used 
this year. Even Harvard, which has 
long been an exponent of seven-man 
aggregations, agreed to the new rule. 
It was also decided to number the. play- 
ers. Harvard also agreeing to this, and 
unlimited substitutions will be allowed. 
Players will be allowed to leave the 
game and then return in the same pe- 
riod, but they will be allowed on the 
ice only after the whistle blows. 

Another change in the rules provides 
that the goal keeper will not be allowed 
to lie or kneel on the ice to stop the 
puck. There will be three periods of 
fifteen minutes each, and in case of a 
tie the teams will change goals and play 
for five more minutes in each direction. 
If the score is still lied the. teams will 
play until one tallies. 

The ouc-ycar rule will be enforced 
against players of a team which be- 



longs to the association when they are 
opposing another member team. The 
present off-side rule was modified by 
the adoption of a twenty-foot zone rule 
in front of each goal. 

Herbert L. Emanuelson of Yale was 
elected President and the Secretary- 
Treasury is W. F. Macintosh of the 
University of Pennsylvania.
